Assembly today approved leg­ 
islation setting up a San Fran­ 
cisco Bay Area rapid transit 
district, which one legislator 
said offers the metropolitan 
area an apportunity to “ con­ 
tinue to exist.” 
The district would include 


Marin, San Francisco, Contra 
Costa. Alameda and San Ma­ 
teo Counties. 
It would be financed by rev­ 
enue bonds, general obligation 
bonds, revenue from the dis­ 
trict itself and a property tax 
which is limited to five cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


The measure, by Sen. John F. 
McCarthy (R-San Rafael), now 
goes back to the Senate for 
action on Assembly changes. 
Assemblyman

FLU EPIDEMIC SPURS INTENSIVE 
CHECK OF LINER FROM PACIFIC 
SAN FRANCISCO (/P)—The Oriental influenza epi­ 
demic will result in an extensive check of the liner 
President Cleveland when it arrives in San Francisco Bay 
tomorrow. 
The big American President Lines ship, with some 500 
persons aboard, has been ordered to anchor off Treasure 
Island to undergo one of the most intensive quarantine 
checks in recent years here, the U.S. Public Health Service 
disclosed. 
Shipboard medical officers reported eight “mild” 
cases. Because of the hundreds of thousands stricken by 
the disease in southeast Asia, the Health Service indicated 
it has no intention of treating lightly the possibility of 
introduction into the United States of the new virus.

Twenty-two Roman Catholic 
students in a Moundsville, W. 
V a, high school have received 
their diplomas privately after 
a conflict between school au­ 
thorities and the local priest.

The school said: no 
baccalaureate, no graduation. 
The priest protested. So did

Baptist Parley Ends 
Southern Baptists have con­ 
cluded their annual convention 
in Chicago after electing a 
Democratic congressman from 
Arkansas, Brooks Hays, as new 
president.

Incidentally, the Garden is 
costing Graham about $7,000 
per night. 


New Light On Old Date 


They’re not so sure anymore 
that the Last Supper was held 
on Thursday, the day before 
Good Friday. An English Bible 
scholar, Rev. H ubert J. Rich­ 
ards, has been studying the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. And he says 
th ere’s reason to believe Christ 
followed a more ancient calen­ 
dar than his contemporaries. 
The lunar calendar, accord­ 
ing to which the present reck­ 
oning of Holy Week is made, 
was introduced only two or 
three centuries before Christ's 


time. 
But some Jewish com­ 
munities resisted it. 
And if 
Jesus grew up in one of those 
communities, the Last Supper 
may have been on Tuesday, 
rather than Thursday. 
Rev. Richards says this al­ 
lows more time for the num er­ 
ous events that occurred be­ 
tween the Last Supper and 
Good Friday.

The 
clergyman

years ago, on his first pilgrim­ 
age to the Holy Land, he visit­ 
ed the tomb believed to be the 
one Joseph of Arimathea gave 
for the body of Christ and re­ 
solved to duplicate it in Ameri­ 
ca. 
Tons of steel and concrete, 
as well as stone, have been 
used. Skilled workmen have 
given the concrete the appear­ 
ance of weathered rock, dupli­ 
cating the appearance of the 
tomb at Jerusalem.

You For Job This Summer

Not everyone has been worrying 
about recreational opportunities for the 
teen-agers. We re happy to report that 
an active committee has been busy set­ 
ting up employment opportunities for 
them during the summer vacation. 
But your help is needed for the suc­ 
cess of this necessary c o m m u n i t y 
project. 
The Youth Employment Committee, 
sponsored jointly by the Marin Com­ 
munity Council and Marin Youth Asso­ 
ciation, has already completed registra­ 
tion of 567 youths 16 to 18 years of age 
from five Marin high schools and the 
junior college. They all want to work 
this summer. 
This project has been attempted be­ 
fore. But usually only about 200 job­ 
seekers have been placed, and most of 
the jobs have been of short duration. 
This year the committee, with the 
close cooperation of the California State 
Employment Office, hopes to do much 
better. Signed up for work are 266 boys 
and 801 girls from Tamalpais, Drake. 
San Rafael, Novato and Marin Catholic 
high schools and College of Marin. They 
are available over the county, from Sau- 
salito to Novato and from Tiburon to 
Bolinas. 
They are willing to do all kinds of 
jobs— yard and garden work (either by 
the hour or regular weekly schedules), 
baby sitting, stock room, service station, 
farm work. animal care, sales clerks, 
typing, general office work, delivery 
boy and many others. 
Businesses and industries in the coun­ 


ty 
are 
being 
asked 
to 
cooperate. 
Already, one big firm has agreed to hire 
<0 teen-agers to help with its annual 
inventory. Others have indicated they 
will take a few if they can. 
Rut Marin has a peculiar summer job 
problem. It is not like many other com­ 
munities— which have either big indus­ 
tries to absorb summertime workers or 
large 
agricultural 
areas 
where the 
youths can help in the harvest. Thus the 
teen-age job problem here is critical. 
It boils down to one thing— the com­ 
munity has to accept the task of provid­ 
ing these jobs. 
We don’t know how far our county 
supervisors and county department head 
have considered using teen agers during 
the summer. And we don t know what 
consideration has been given their em­ 
ployment by officials of Marin’s nine 
cities. But we hope both of them seri­ 
ously consider it. 
It is up to the county’s individuals, 
however, to fill in most of the gap. Do 
you need help in the garden or in clean­ 
ing the house0 Could your business use 
some extra help to get it out of a bottle­ 
neck, or do you need a baby sitter? 
T he youth employment program can 
help you as you can help some w'orthy 
teen-ager. 
And don’t be afraid you’ll get stuck. 
The state employment service is screen­ 
ing the youths with an eye to getting the 
best possible applicant into every job. 
Marin s boys and girls ask your help. 
Give them jobs by calling the employ­ 
ment office.

N EW YORK W — Hindsight 
is a valuable tool for business 
observers. 
Taking a look at how the 
first part of the year didn’t 
turn out, businessmen feel 
happier today about the sec­ 
ond half. They now feel that 
it will be better than they 
first feared— that is, for a 
lot but not all of them. 
B u t 
businessmen 
h a v e 
learned that generalities are 
tricky in summing up busi­ 
ness cycles. Good times don’t 
exist everywhere simultane­ 
ously. 


The key seems to be human 
nature — more 
particularly 
the slowly changing habits of 
American consumers. 
As far as business is con­ 
cerned, summer starts with 
Memorial Day and ends with 
Labor Day. And with the ear­ 
ly part of the year as a guide, 
businessmen now look for a 
top performance in those sea­ 
sonal lines that flower in 
summer. 


STEELMEN, for instance, 
are saying that production 
may average below 80 per 
cent of capacity this summer. 
Hindsight has told them that 
demand once so panting, has 
been pretty w'ell slaked. 
However, the steelmen talk 
confidently of the summer 
lull’s adding urgency to the 
expected fall rebound. 
But the American citizenry, 
if going in more for all year 
around 
instead 
of seasonal 
buying, and for increased lei­ 
sure time, is also giving every 
indication of stepping up its 
buying of more personal ser­ 
vices and recreation and op 
tertainment this summer. 


Businessmen who cater to 
these yens— the many sup­ 
plier* of the resort and travel 


to 
industries— look forward 
their biggest summer. 


BUT NERVOUSNESS may 
creep in again as many of 
the 
basic 
industries 
start 
slowing 
down 
in 
coming 
weeks. Many of the statistical 
guides 
to 
the 
economy's 
trend are likely to slide. They 
could dip lower than last 
summer and make the timid 
jittery. 


The cost of living may con­ 
tinue its steady, if creeping 
rise. So the summer may be 
less tranquil than some hope. 


But 
business 
spokesmen 
are almost all saying it’ll be 
a quiet summer and a rous­ 
ing fall.

SACRAMENTO — A b ill 
which would provide immedi­ 
ate funds for the Tamalpais 
Valley flood control project 
has moved a step closer to final 
passage. 
AB4150, by Marin Assembly­ 
man Richard H. McCollister, 
won 
unanimous approval of 
the Senate Finance committee. 
McCollister said he is ‘‘press­ 
ing for speedy consideration*’ 
there, probably on Monday. It 
then would go to the Senate 
floor for final confirmation, 
having already passed the As­ 


sembly. 
The bill would make avail­ 
able up to $200,000 for state 
aid to local flood control proj­ 
ects undertaken by the federal 
government but for which the 
full amount is not available.

NORFOLK, Va- (IR — The 
world s largest peacetime nav­ 
al review began today as thou­ 
sands of visitor* climbed on 
board 
nearly 
300 
warships 
gathered 
here for a 
10-day 
maritime spectacular. 
Visitors 
began 
swarming 
aboard the U.S. Navy’s aircraft 
carriers, guided missile cruis­ 
ers, destroyers and frigates at 
9 a rn. Foreign vessels were to 
be opened to the public at 
noon. 
Some 85 warships from 17 
nations steamed into sprawl­ 
ing Hampton Roads in the last 
two days to participate in the 
celebration marking the 350th 
anniversary of the founding of 
Jamestown. 
More warships due to arrive 
today will swell the number of 
vessels in the harbor to nearly 


IOO, making this the biggest 
peacetime 
naval 
demonstra­ 
tion in the history of the world. 


Due in today was the three- 
ship British contingent led by 
Britain’s largest aircraft car­ 
rier, the Ark Royal. Also ex­ 
pects today was the colorful 
four-masted Spanish schooner 
Juan Sebastian de Elcano, on 
a trip around the world, and 
vessels from The Netherlands 
and Belgium. 


Six French ships, the largest 
foreign flotilla in the review, 
steamed into the port yester­ 
day afternoon. The lead cruis­ 
er, Degrasse, her crew standing 
at attention on the decks, fired 
a 21-gun salute to the U.S. Navy 
and the frigate USS Norfolk an­ 
swered. 
Canada followed next, and 


the two joined other newly- 
arrived ships from Portugal, I 
Peru and Norway.

More warships due to arrive 
today will swell the number of 
vessels in the harbor to nearly

Due in today was the three- 
ship British contingent led by 
Britain's largest aircraft car­ 
rier, the Ark Royal. Also ex­ 
pect«! today was the colorful 
four-masted Spanish schooner 
Juan Sebastian de Elcano, on 
a trip around the world, and 
vessels from The Netherlands 
and Belgium. 


Six French ships, the largest 
foreign flotilla in the review, 
steamed into the port yester­ 
day afternoon.

“If Miss Ichelson’s report is 
substantiated by other workers 
a great stride will have been 
made,” th$ society stated in 
New York. 
“ If this report be 


found true,” it said, “the first 
step has been made. A means 
of treatment must be develop­ 
ed, again requiring research, 
inasmuch as we know of no 
medication which alters the 
course of the disease.” 


Without a known cure, MS 
afflicts an estimated 300,000 
persons in this country—most 
of them in the 30-45 age brack­ 
et, although some children also 
have been stricken.

Both fish and meat, when eat­ 
en fresh, were either broiled 
on flat rocks or boiled in wa­ 
ter-tight baskets, hot stones 
being dropped in to make the 
water boil. 
It was a great day for these 
people 
when a dead 
whale 
drifted ashore. 
They baked 
the flesh of this animal in 
holes dug in the ground and 
curbed up with stones. The 
cooks built a hot fire to heat 
the stones, then raked the 
coals and ashes from the fire 
hole and filled it with whale 
meat. 
A thick cover of seaweed or 
grass held the heat in while 
the meat baked. 


FOR VEGETABLE FOOD 
the women gathered acorns, 
roots, bulbs, grass seed, wild 
berries and hazel nuts. Wild 
clover was eaten in q uantities, 
without any preparation or 
condiment. Acorns were hull­ 
ed, dried ir 
the sun and 
leached to ex tract the bitter­ 
ness, then pounded to a pow­ 
der in stone m ortars. Leach­ 
ing was perhaps accomplished 
by soaking the acorns in wet 
ashes. 
From their acorn flour the 
Indians baked a kind of black 
bread on hot rocks, after fla­ 
voring the dough with berries 
or herbs and sometimes angle­ 
worms. They also boiled this 
unsavory mess into a sort of 
pudding in baskets by the us­ 
ual method of dropping hot 
stones. 
When acorns were scarce 
they prepared buckey es in the 
same manner. 
Oak trees generally grew 
away from the bay shores, so 
it is doubtful if the Tamallos 
did much acorn gathering by 
themselves but rather depend­ 
ed for their supply through 
trade with the in terior tribes. 


PINONS ALSO came through 
barter. However, great q uan ­ 
tities of hazel nuts ripened in 
this region tc provide an ap­ 
petizing food for these peo­ 
ple. 
A sq uaw used two baskets 
in harvesting seeds, a large 
one borne on the back and an ­ 
other sm aller one which was 
used to sweep the tops of ripe 
grass and the seeds thus taken 
were thrown over the shoul­ 
der into the larger basket. 
The harvested seeds were 
either stored for w inter use 
or prepared by placing in a 
basket with live coals and 
shaken much as a corn pop­ 
per, until well pa/ched, then 
pulverized inio pinole. 
This meal was cocked into a 
gruel or mush. 
Many roots and bulbs were 
dug from the ground and 
baked in fire holes for eating. 
In early sum m er a profusion 
of coast straw berries ripened 
on hill tops while wild black­ 
berries could be picked by the 
basketful!, among tangled wil­

the natives had eaten their fill 
of fresh berries, any leftovers 
were dried in the sun and 
powdered for winter use. 


THE COASTAL INDIANS 
used the bow and arrow, clubs 
and spears for weapons. The 
best wood h r bows came from 
the y ew tree. This wood or 
the finished product had to be 
imported from regions further 
to the north. However, the 
local bay tree afforded good 
material and was widely used 
by local tr bes living in the 
vicinity of Tomales Bay . 
Their bows measured ap­ 
prox imately 
three 
feet 
in 
length, the wood usually was 
strengthened by wrappings of 
sinew and the string was of 
sinew. It is said that these na­ 
tives held the bow in a hori­ 
zontal position to shoot. 
Arrows were short, made of 
light wood and winged with 
feathers. The shaft was fre­ 
q uently painted so an owner 
could distinguish his own ar­ 
rows. The head was made of 
bone or obsidian and fastened 
so that it came free after 
piercing any object. 


THE SHASTAS were said to 
have made the best arrows of 
all California tribes. 
They 
along with the ITU River Indi­ 
ans, used poisoned arrows.

holding a deer’s liver in front 
of an 
enraged 
rattlesnake. 
After filling it with venom, 
the liver was alluwed to stand 
until putrid.

arrow heads into this mess of 
poison they became horribly

If such arrows were ever 
used by Marin natives, it was 
but occasionally . 
As in all other tribes, the 
Tamallos had their guild of 
arrow-head craftsmen.

One description will do 
as well as another; thus, it is 
said that a chunk of obsidian 
was first heated to a certain 
tem perature, then suddenly 
chilled by wrapping it in a 
wet chamois. This cry stallized 
the surface of the rock so that 
it became possible to chip out 
an arrow-head with a buck­ 
horn chisel.

They were made of 
tough wood and headed like 
the arrows, or perhaps more 
often the point of the shaft 
was simply sharpened and 
harden ed in a fire.

Ferry Dismantled 


Von Damme's Engine Removed 


For Exhibit At Maritime Museum

While 
the 
ferry 
boat 
Charles Van Damme is being 
renovated in Sausalito for a 
future career as a showboat 
restaurant in Oakland, her 
ancient engine will become a 
prized reminder of a vanish­ 
ing era at the San Francisco 
Maritime Museum. 


“ This is the only horizontal 
compound steam engine to 
drive a paddle wheel ferry 
boat in captivity,” says Karl 
Kortum, curator of the Mari­ 
time Museum, of the V a n 
Damme’s power plant. 
The task of dismantling the 
engine, ordinarily work for a 
shipyard, was undertaken by 
two volunteers, Harry Dring, 
ship 
manager 
of 
the 
mu­ 
seum's famed square-rigger, 
Balclutha, and Johnny Grue- 
land. the Balclutha's s h i p 
rigger. It took the two men 
over six weeks of hard and 
dangerous work to remove 
the 25 tons of steel, piece by 
piece. 


IN ORDER to prevent dam­ 
age to the ship. a section was 
c a r e f u l l y removed, a n d 
through this small opening 
all of the heavy shafts, pipes 
and cylinders were lifted out 
by a 
five ton chain hoist. 
Some 400 parts were pain­ 
stakingly taken out in this 
manner. 
Then 
they 
were 
placed on dollies and loaded 
on a truck, each item care­ 
fully marked for reassembly. 


Progress was hampered by 
the fact that the Van Dam­ 
me’s engine room was flood­ 
ed. This had to be pumped 


dry, leaving a scum of slime 
and mud. which made the 
labor doubly hazardous. 
Nor were ordinary tools 
sufficient for the job, which 
called for outsized wrenches. 
The truckloads of machinery 
were taken to a steam clean­ 
ing plant, then sandblasted to 
remove the rust, before they 
were delivered to the Mari­ 
time Museum, where they are 
presently stored in the base­ 
ment. (I)ring and Grueland 
are not looking forward to 
the task of putting the giant 
puzzle back together again.)

You couldn’t go wrong on fol­ 
lowing any of the directions 
— all of which are adapted to 


ingredients you can find on a 
super m arket shelf— but all 
the rom ance of the book is 
reserved for gourm et Rob­ 
erts’ personal adventures in 
eating. 
SINCE WHEN is Porto San­ 
to Stefano in New England, 
we ask? 
On the other hand, this 
chapter is annoted with some 
practical instructions on buy­ 
ing Romano cheese and pasta. 
Most delightful part of the 
whole book is R obert’s dis­ 
sertation on marrow bones, 
and his mighty efforts to p re­ 
pare 
this 
delicacy— advice 
from 
great 
chefs 
notw ith­ 
standing. 
As for the recipes appar­ 
ently collected by Mrs. Mos­ 
ser, no mean cook in h er own 
right, 
there 
are 
pages 
of 


stock items like white sauces, 
old-fashioned 
pickles, 
m uff­ 
ins, bisquits and desserts like 
P ru ne Whip. 


The book begins, appro­ 
priately enough, with very 
practical list of New England 
cooking tips: “Marbles in the 
bottom of a kettle will p re­ 
vent ketchup, milk, sauces, 
etc., from burning,” or “Cop­ 
per ornam ents are best clean­ 
ed with turpentine.” 


THEN ON TO the hot but­ 
tered rum. Food comes later. 
Come to think of it, this 
would be an excellent cook­ 
book for one who is to cook 
for a “good simple food” ad­ 
dict.

The Tern Looks Like A Sea Gull 
But Is More Active And Graceful 


Many visitors to the shores of Marin are apt to see a 
gull that appears a little more active and graceful than the 
general run of gulls. This bird is actually a tern -closely re­ 
lated to the gulls yet quite distinctive in build and habits. 
As 
is the case with the gulls there are several species of terns to 
be seen in the Bay Area but they are rather difficult to ident­ 
ify and. like the gulls, the difference isn t of any great imper 
tance to the casual observer. 
Terns are often called “ sea-swallows” because of their 
remarkable powers of flight and their forked tails. A tern 
among a flock of gulls stands out at once because of the pearly- 
white body color, sharp black cap, forked tail, and brilliant red 
bill. A tern is lighter and more slender of build than the gull 
and they bank and swoop over the water in a way that would 
make any gull look slow and heavy by comparison. 
Terns feed on small fish that swim near the surface of 
the water so that they are excellent divers and are often seen 
hovering over the surface an instant before plunging into the 
waves and quickly flashing upward a few seconds later in a 
single graceful maneuver. , 
Many of the terns can be seen on inland waters where 
they nest on islands and mudflats of the larger lakes. Terns 
lay their green colored eggs directly on the ground in company 
with the eggs of terns of other species. The newly hatched 
young are able to run around immediately and can even swim 
as a defensive measure if annoyed. 
Birds that nest in large colonies are often thought of as 
being quite plentiful and common. This may be true in some 
cases but the chance of them being wiped out by disease, 
storms, marauding animals and man is much greater than for 
birds of solitary nesting habits. 
Visitors to large breeding grounds and rookeries are often 
startled to see rather large numbers of dead birds around the 
nesting sites. J he mortality rate is rather high among many 
of our wild animals during nesting season which explains why 
some bear so many young. We shouldn’t be overly alarmed 
at this natural toll; we should be sure that we do not add to 
it rn any way that would upset the natural balance.

A tern 
among a flock of gulls stands out at once because of the pearly- 
white body color, sharp black cap, forked tail, and brilliant red 
hill. A tern is lighter and more slender of build than the gull 
and they bank and swoop over the w ater in a way that would 
make any gull look slow and heavy by comparison. 
Terns feed on small fish that swim near the surface of 
the water so that they are excellent divers and are often seen 
hovering over the surface an instant before plunging into the 
waves and quickly flashing upward a few seconds later in a 
single graceful maneuver. , 
Many of the terns can be seen on inland waters where 
they nest on islands and mudflats of the larger lakes. Tern?, 
lay their green-colored eggs directly on the ground in company 
with the eggs of terns of other species. The newly hatched 
young are able to run around immediately and can even swim 
as a defensive measure if annoyed. 
Birds that nest in large colonies are often thought of as 
being quite plentiful and common. This may be true in some 
cases hut the chance of them being wiped out by disease, 
storms, m arauding animals and man is much greater than for 
birds of solitary nesting habits. 
Visitors to large breeding grounds and rookeries are often 
startled to see rather large num bers of dead birds around the 
nesting sites. The mortality rate is rath er high among many 
of our wild animals during nesting season which explains why 
some bear so many young. We shouldn’t be overly alarmed 
at this natural toll; we should he sure that we do not add to 
it ia any way that would upset the natural balance

There's A Fine Line Between 
Civilization And Sissy-fication 


(Q) “Do you want our sons 
to be sissies, Dr. Barbour? You 
say they shouldn't play mar­ 
bles for keeps at school. You 
tell us not to let them have 
fist fights at home. My wife 
agrees with you. I don’t. Aren't 
you wrong?"

(A) I didn’t suggest we raise 
our sons to be sissies. We have 
to strike a fine line with them. 
We must civilize them. That 
means much restraint. But we 
shouldn’t overdo it, and make 
them into sissies. Marbles at 
school cause endless 
fights. 
Playing for keeps can have a 
bad effect upon both losers 
and winners. I’ve urged par­ 
ents not to let their children 
have fist fights. When chil­ 
dren do, the bigger one sets up 
a fearful tyranny. The whole 
family is hurt by it. 
(Q) “Our girl is 33 months 
old. Until recently she was a 
regular doll. Now she is a 
hateful little rebel. She argues 
over getting dressed, eating, 
w a s h ing, 
playing, 
sleeping, 
bathing. She is miserable. So 
am I. What terrible mistake 
have I made with her? What 
can I do?"

(A) All normal children go 


through periods of rebellion. 
Probably you’ve made no seri­ 
ous mistake. Expect your girl’s 
bad conduct to continue for 
some time. Set up a few sim 
pie rules. Be sure she under 
stands them. Then be as con 
sistent as possible in enforc­ 
ing them. Reserve spankings 
for the few most important 
crises. In her present rebellion 
she is developing lifelong con 
cepts of good and bad, right 
and wrong. She needs patience, 
understanding, and discipline. 
Try to show her the same love 
you’ve 
always 
shown.

For Raising Tuberous Begonias

Given the proper humidity 
and warmth, tuberous bego­ 
nias can be grown in all their 
tropical beauty in most areas 
of California. The flower col­ 
ors of the tuberous begonia 
range through shades of or 
ange, yellow, salmon, apricot, 
red and white in a variety of 
blossom forms. 
The 
plant 
itself 
can 
be 
grown in the ground, in hang­ 
ing baskets, in pots and raised 
beds. Also you may now pur­ 
chase tuberous begonias in 
flats— making 
them 
readily 
available for planting in quan­ 
tity. 
Enrich the planting soil in a 
garden bed with steer manure 
and a little bone meal before 
planting; potted begonias do 
well in a mixture of two parts 
coarse leaf mold and one part 
fertile 
loam 
soil. 
Place 
a 
broken piece of pot and one 
inch of roofing gravel at the 
bottom of a pot and then put 
in the suggested potting mix­ 
ture. For hanging baskets use 
the potting mixture with a lay­ 
er of gravel at the bottom of 
the basket.

T U B E R O U S BEG O N IA S 
need good shade in the hot in­ 
terior valley of the state, says 
the California Association of 
Nurserymen. Along the coast 
plant your begonias in par­ 
tial shade so that they have 
some sun but are protected 
from the hottest sun rays dur­ 
ing the day. 


There are many varieties of 
tuberous 
begonias. 
Trailing 
varieties suitable for hanging 
basket planting are known as 
Begonia lloydi. 
Other varie­ 
ties include upright types with 
plain, crested, frilled, daffodil­ 
like, camellia-like, rose bud­ 
like or ruffled blossoms. 
A dwarf group, the multi­ 
flora nana, is covered all sum­ 
mer with small flowers of one 
and a half to three inches in 
diameter (in contrast to the 
normal sized begonia blossoms 
of five to eight inches.)

Before Taking The Remodeling 


Plunge, Consider Six Things 


By ANDREW C. LANG 
Are you a home owner with 
growing pains? Then you us­ 
ually have but one of two 
choices: 
move to a bigger 
house or remodel and expand 
your present house. 
The first choice presents 
only one problem—can you 
afford it? If you can, it’s only 
a question of time until you 
find the house that suits you. 
And if you can’t wait, you 
can have it built to order. 
The second choice, remod­ 
eling to fill the needs of a 
growing family, can be a bit 
tricky, since there are other 
factors involved besides mon­ 
ey, although the latter still re­ 
mains high on the priority 
list. Here are six things to 
take into account before you 
plunge into remodeling: 


1. WHERE CAN YOU EX­ 
PAND? The best bet, and the 
least expensive, is in an un­ 
finished attic or basement. 
Next is the garage, breezeway 
or carport, all of which al­ 
ready are at least partially en­ 
closed. 
And if you’re adding a new 
wing, make sure that your lot 
is large enough so that build­ 
ing codes in your community 
won’t restrc t you. 
You’d be amazed how many 
home owners have to take 


down extensions when the au­ 
thorities . . . and local regu­ 
lations . . . catch 
up 
with 
them. 


2. WHAT’S THE EXPAN­ 
SION FOR? The trend today 
is toward an extra bedroom 
and bath, followed by play­ 
room or den. 
An enclosed 
porch or a place for a work­ 
shop follow in that order. It 
is important, incidentally, not 
to eat up storage space with 
expansion. 
Make provision to maintain 
your old storage space or in­ 
clude some in the expansion. 


WHAT WILL IT COST? 
This depends on the choice 
of room and where it goes, as 
well as the kind of materials 
chosen and how much of the 
work, if any, you can do your­ 
self. You’ll have to find out 
whether you can expand your 
present heating and/or cool­ 
ing system to serve the addi­ 
tion. 
The Better Heating-Cooling 
Council has a reminder in this 
connection: 
if you have a 
forced hot water heating sys­ 
tem, the chances are you can 
expand your heating without 
adding a new plant. 
That’s because most hot 
water boilers are sized to take 
care of a new heating plant. 
If you have some other type 


of heating or cooling system, 
you’d be smart to get in an 
expert to advise you what can 
be done and what it will cost. 


WHO WILL DO THE JOB 
RIGHT? A reputable remodel­ 
ing contractor will give you 
a cost estimate, but you should 
get at least three estimates, 
check the bank of each and, 
where 
possible, 
talk 
with 
neighbors who have had simi­ 
lar jobs done in the past. 
Beware of the contractor 
who offers you a low price 
for so-called "display” use. 
After you select your con­ 
tractor, be sure the contract 
spells out clearly what is to be 
done and what guarantee goes 
with it. And be certain the 
payment terms are exact. 


5. HOW DO YOU FINANCE 
it? There are several ways to 
do this. An “open-end” mort­ 
gage means that the home­ 
owner can reborrow money 
he has already paid in on the 
present mortgage at the same 
interest rate. In other words, 
the homeowner extends his 
regular mortgage. 
A “second” mortgage is one 
that is 
available on top of 
the first mortgage IF the 
homeowner has a good credit 
rating. 
On both mortgage arrange­ 
ments, additional fees are re-

mortgage for home improve­ 
ments. 
The loan is insured by the 
VA, but obtained through pri­ 
vate banks, with payments up 
to 30 years. 
A “direct VA 
loan” is one in which the VA 
itself will offer loans in some 
2,500 counties where the us­ 
ual financial loans are diffi­ 
cult to obtain because of the 
scarcity of lending agencies. 
These loans are available 
mostly in rural areas and us­ 
ually are given at relatively 
low-interest rates. 
6. HOW MUCH SHOULD I 
BORROW? Only—but only — 
as much as you need for the 
particular improvement. 
Persons who borrow more 
than they can use for the re­ 
modeling, figuring t h e y ’ll 
have a little extra for an 
emergency, are outsmarting 
tnemselves. They’ll be paying 
interest on idle money.
